V OU hint to me the advantage to trade pro- 
duced by the preſent regulation of the 
poſt. Permit me, in my turn, in the moſt ſe— 


rious and ſcriptural form, to repreſent to you 


my views of it. Allow me, with compatlion, 
to attempt ſaving you with fear, pulling you 
out of the fire; to cry aloud as one not aſhamed 
of Chriſt's ways and words in this fiaful and 
adulterous generation, that he may not be a- 
ſhamed of me when he comes in his glory to 
judge the world, Jude 22, 23. Mark vii. 38. 
Luke ix. 26. Paſſing the inhuman cruelty to the 
horſes employed, contrary to Prov. xii. 10. 4 
righteous man regardeth the life of his beaſt; and 
the expolure of the lives of either drivers, guard, 
ar perſons which they meet by the way, I ſhall 
conſider it only in its connection with the Lord's 
day, or Chriſtian Sabbath. Taking what hap- 
pens in Edinburgh, as a ſample of w Rat happens 
m other places where there is an arrival and 
departure of the Poſt upon that day; what a 
buſtle of worldly labour takes place at the Poſt- 
office, in delivering, receiving, or ſorting the 
letters! What a ſimilar buſtle follows among 
bankers, merchants, lawyers, and others, in 
receiving, paying for, reading, conſidering, and 
anſwering them! All calculated to hinder them 
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from the divinely inſtituted worſhip of God, or 
at leaſt to unfit their minds for the right per- 
formance of it! In the view of theſe things I 
cannot but look on it as—contrary to the laws 
of both church and ſtate ;—contrary to the law 
of God ;—contrary to the moſt concluſive and 


_ conſtraining reaſons aſſigned by. God ;—con- 


trary to your own moſt ſolemn yows ;—and 
calculated not only to promote the hurt. and 
ruin of the nation, but alſo to promote the 
eternal damnation of multitudes, 


1. It is plainly contrary to the laws of both 


church and ſtate in this country. Many acts 
after the reformation, between 1638 and 1650, 
and fince the Revolution, have been made by 
the general aſſemblies of our church for prevent- 


ing the profanation, and promoting the ſtrict 


ſanctification of the Sabbath. Many have been 
made by our parliaments for the ſame purpoſe; 


as act 35th, parl. 5. of James III. act 83d. parl. 6. 


of James IV. which enacts, that no fairs be held 


on holy days. A&7oth, parl. 6. James VI. which 


enacts, that no markets or fairs be on Sabbath. 

and no handy. labour uſed on it, under pain of 
ten ſhillings ; nor any games, play, paſling to 
taverns or alehouſes, ſelling of meat or drink, 

or wilful abſence from the kirk, in the time of 
ſermons or prayers, under pain of twenty ſhil- 
lings; and that oftenders, unable. or. unwilling 


to pay, be put in the joggs or ſtocks. Act 159. 


parl. 13. James VI. which enacts, that perſons 


whe ſell, or offer to ſale, any goods on the 8

bath, and ſhall be three times convicted thereof, 
ſhall have all their goods confiſcated, and their 
perſons ly at the king's mercy.

which prohibits all fiſhing of ſalmon, going of 
ſalt pans, mills or kilns, eek of ſhearers, car- 
rying of loads, keeping of markets, or dealing 
in merchandiſe on that day, and all other pro- 
fanation of the Sabbath, under pain of twenty 
pounds for ſome, and ten for others of thele 
crimes; and enacts, that perſons who cannot pay, 


ſuffer in their bodies, Theſe, and like acts, I find 


ratified by ſeveral acts of parliament under King 
William. Can you pretend that the buſtle about 
worldly buſineſs occaſioned by the new regula- 
tion of the poſt in Edinburgh, is more innocent, 

or leſs calculated to hinder the ſanctification of 
the Sabbath, than what is expreſly prohibited by 
theſe acts? or, that it becomes a Chriſtian to 
indulge himſelf in habitual rebellion againit ſuch 
ſalutary inſtitutions of church or ſtate? And hath 
not God expreſly declared, that ſuch as reſiſt the 


higher powers in their lawful appointments, re- 


fiſt his ordinance, and ſhall receive to them- 
ſelves damnation, Rom. xiii, I, 2. 

2. It is contrary to the law of the great God, 
who hath the diſpoſal not only of our worldly, 
but alſo of our ſpiritual and eternal eſtate, in his 
hand, None of his commandments, by which 
he, our now all-ſeeing Obſerver, ſhall judge us 
at the laſt day, before an aſſembled world of an-

| his ten commandments, which preſcribe hoh- 
neſs and virtue in their whole extent, is deli. 
| vered in ſo expreſs, ſo ſolemn, and copious 

phraſe as this which reſpects the ſabbath. \Re- © 

member, faith God, the ſabbath-day, hinting, 

that however much men be tempted or inchned =? 

to it, it is at their infinite peril, if they forget 

or negle& the proper obſervation of it. 11e 
| folemnly chargeth us, not to keep it idly, or 
| in worldly employments or recreations, but to 
remember it, to keep it holy, that is, as devoted 
to the worſhip of God, and the ſpiritual and 
eternal concerns of our precious and immortal 
ſouls. He peremptorily chargeth us to do 0 
work, no carnal or worldly work, neither our- 
felves, nor our /n, nor daughter, nor man- 
ſervant, nor maid-ſervant, nor cattle, nor tlie 
ranger that is noithin our gates. By this par- 
ticular enumeration, he manifeſts, that parents, 
maſters, and magiſtrates are bound by his au- 
ful and infinite authority, and as they ſhall an- 
{wer to him in the laſt judgement, not only to 
keep holy the Sabbath themſelves, but to cauſe 
all under their charge and power to ſanctify it, 
Exod. xx. 8, 10. In many other parts of his 
| word, he further ne erage this commandment. * 
|; In Brod. Xvi. 22.— 30. he prohibits the Iſraelites 
i to look for any manna on the Sabbath, andi ſent 
ö none. In Exod. xxxi, 1 13.—16. he adds, My 7 

abbath ye ſhall keep, that ye may know that 1 1 

the Lord do ſanctiſy you : Te 2 trop the Jab 0 
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bath, it is holy unto God. Six days may work 
be done; but on the. ſeventh is the ſabbath of 
reſt, holy or holineſs to the Lord. A hoſoever 
doth any work on the ſabbath-day, he ſhall ſure-

my ſabbaths, 1 am the Lord your God. Lev. 
xxili. 3. Six days ſhall work be done, but the ſe- 
vent h day is a ſabbath of reſt, an holy convocation ;

reſt in all your dwellings. Deut. v. 12. Keep the

commanded thee. In Iſa. Ivili. 13. he requires us

and to honour him, not doing our o ways, nor 


Vnding our own pleaſures, nor ſpeaking our own 


words, He commanded a man to be ſtoned to 
death for gathering ſticks on the ſabbath-day, 
Num. xv. 33.—36. His Spirit directed, and 
his oracles approve Nehemiah's magiſtratical re- 
ſtraint of bearing of burdens and ſelling of fiſh 
and other victuals and goods on the Sabbath, 
Neh. xiull. 15.—22., Now, Sir, can you ſo 
much as pretend that the bearing, delivering, 
receiving, reading, conſidering, and anſwering 


a multitude of letters about trifles or worldly 


buſineſs: on the Sabbath, is a remembering of 
it to ſeep it holy, as a day holy to the Lord our 
God, the whole time of which is to be ſpent 
in the public and private exerciſes of his wor— 
hip, except ſo much as muſt be taken up in

works of neceſſity, which could not be tranſ- 
acted the day before, or delayed till the day 
after; or in works of mercy to the bodies or 
ſouls of men? Can you pretend that in all this 
men do no manner of work, bear no burden, make 
no traffic, in paying poſtage, or the like; but 
call the Sabbath a delight, not finding their own 
pleaſures, nor dong their own ways, nor /peat- 


ing their own words, No, your conſcience, unlels 


ſtrangely biaſſed, muſt grant that it is a plain 
rebellion againſt the Lord our God, who made, 
who preſerves us, who gave his Son to redeem 
us, who is now our all-leeing witneſs, and will 
quickly be our impartial Judge. Think ſeriouſly 
who hath ever hardened himſelf in rebellion 
againſt God's laws, and proſpered? Job ix. 4. 

3. It tramples on all the infinitely powerful 


motives or reaſons with which God himſelf hath 


enforced his command, in order to promote the 
exact obſcrvation of it. He hath allowed us 
fix days every week for our own employments : 
Six days ſhalt thou labour and do all thy work. 
Doth not God know what time is ſufficient for 
mens worldly buſineſs, as well as any of our 
Britiſh governors or ſabjeQs ? Hath he allowed 


us for our worldly employments, ſix times as 


much time as he hath reſerved for himſelf; and 
will we notwithſtanding rob him, in order to 
have more? Are not fix days ſpent in due la- 
bour, ſufficient to make our bodies need a day 
of reſt and refreſhment ? Are not fix days ſpent 
in thoughts and cares about the things of this 

| | tranſitory 
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tranſitory world, ſufficient to make our immor- 
tal ſoul need and long for one to be ſpent in 
fellowſhip with God, and in ſecuring our ever- 
laſting enjoyment of him ? 
God challengeth a ſpecral propriety in the 


Sabbath-day. It is, ſaith he, the Sabbath of the 


Lord thy God. Is it too much for Jehovah our 
maker, preſerver, and redeemer, who graci- 
ouſly greuts us all our time, all our opportuni- 
ties, flrengeh for, and ſucceſs in our worldly 
labours, to clem a ſeventh part of it for his 
ſpecial worſhip an ſervice, that thereby he may 
prepare us for the moſt happy and everlaſting 


enjoyment of himſelf « If his claim be juſt, why 


rob him of his property, r any part of it? How 
inconſiſtent to hold infamous and hang thieves 
and robbers of men, and to indulge, nay, to 
encourage a weekly robbing Of God himſelf, 
by multitudes of the nation! Ma J. iii. 8, 9. 

Is the Sabbath the property of c he Lord our 
God? then in our indulged robbing him of it, 
we not only renounce him as our com manding 


Lord, but as the everlaſting God and Portion 


of our ſouls. Will all the worldly gain procured 
by arrival of mails on Sabbath counterbal mee 
the loſs? hat is a man profited, if he ſhall g. din 
the whele world, and loſe bis own ſoul? Mat. 
iin 15 v3 

The religious obſervation of the Sabbath 
ſtands further enforced by the example of God 


himſelf. In ix gioys the Lord made heaven and 


earth, and all that in them is, and reſted on the

ſeventh, Exod. xx. It. and xxxi. 17. Why did 


the almighty Creator, who fainteth not, neither 
is weary, reſt in this manner, but to enforce the 


obſervation of his Sabbath by his own pattern. 
While the patterns of the great, in dreſs or con- 
duct, are ſo eagerly fellowed in Britain, muſt 
only that of the infinitely high, holy, and Caly 
wiſe God, recommended by himſelf, be con- 
tenned? Beſi des,, 0797 oft 
. God hath blefjed the Sabbath- day, and hat- 
{owed it. He hath ſet it apart, "not only for his 
own worſhip, but for beſtovimg ſpiritual blet- 
tings upon men, and even promoting their 
temporal happineſs in tie right obſervation of 
it. Is the bleſſing of the Lord, which maketh 


rich, and addeth 30 forrow with it; are all 


his ſpiritual and e cernal bleſſings in Chriſt Jeſus, 
fit to be forfeit. ed, in order to receive our let- 
ters reſpectin g trade, or perhaps trifles,' a day, 
or even à fe hours ſooner? What, if while 


you regali your ſoul on the Sabbath with ſuch 


letters, or with proſpects of wealth, God ſay 
unto ou, T hou fool, this mp ht ſhall thy ſoul be 
required of thee, and then whoſe ſhall theſe things 
be” Luke xii. 20. Nay, What will it avail you 
to hve, and heap up wealth as the duſt, if not 
tne bleſſing, but the curſe of God attend it? 
What vanity and vexation of ſpirit; what cares, 
what loſſes and diſappointments, without grace, 


or even patience to bear them, will enſue? Or,

4. By ſuch conduct you and your fellows 
plainly, publickly, and perjuriouſly violate your 
folemn yows to God, In your baptiſm you 


ſolemnly renounced the devil, and his temp- 


tations and works; the world in its patterns, 
riches, honours, and pleaſures; and the fleſh, 
or indwelling corruptien of your nature, with 
all its affections and luſts: — And avouched 
Jehovah as your Father, Jeſus Chriſt as your 
Saviour, and the Holy Ghoſt as your Sancti- 
ter ; and engaged perpetually to be wholly and 
only the Lord's. Perhaps you and they have 
often renewed this vow at the Lord's table. 
Ever ſince your baptiſm, theſe divine Perſons 


Have been heaping their undeſerved favours 


upon you, in giving you life, health, food, 
raiment ; nay, which are inexpreflibly more 
valuable, a Chriſtian education, goſpel offers 
of ſalvation, if not alſo, ſtrivings of the Holy 
Ghoſt with your conſcience to bring you to 
Chriſt. And will you requite his kindneſs F 
| hatred: 
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hatred? Know you not, that he hath led and 
taught you to go, and hath beſtowed theſe 
things upon you? Hath he filled you with his

5. Such profanation of the Sabbath hath 
a powerful tendency to bring ruin and miſery 
on our country and kingdom. Rebellion a- 
gainſt God, profanation of his Sabbaths, and 
robbing him of his property, provoke him to 
curſe our baſket and our ſtore, the fruit of our 
body and land, increaſe of our kine, and flocks 
of our ſheeps, Deut. xxviii. 15.—20. to take 
away and deſtroy what he had given us, Hoſ. 
11. 8,—12. to curſe our whole nation, Mal. iii. 
8, 9. to render our land deſolate, Amos viii. 
5, 75 8. Egek. x 21, 24s 33. Jef. Wii. 225 
24,—27. Mens refuſing to keep God's Sab- 
bath from polluting it, that he may bring them 
to his holy monntain, and hold fellowſhip with 
them, and make them joyful in his houſe of 
prayer, provoke him to depart from them, 

e | leaving 
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leaving a wo behind him; and to give them up 
to their own heart's luſts, that they may walk 
in counſels of their own, Lia. lvi. 4J.—7. Hoſ. 


ix, 12. Pſal. Ixxxi. 11, 12, 
Nothing more effectually tends to baniſh 


virtue, and introduce all manner of vice into 


a nation, than the indulged public profanation 
of the Sabbath. The Chriſtian Sabbath, and 
all the ordinances to be obſerved in it, are cal- 
culated to promote the knowledge, belief, and 
impreſſion of the exiſtence, infinity, ſupreme 
authority, unbounded wiſdom, power, holi- 
neſs, juſtice, goodneſs, and truth of God, and 
of his future judgement of the world, and the 
infinitely important and everlaſting conſequen- 
ces of it. Such views, belief, and impreſſions 
are the moſt powerful determents from vice, 
and excitements to virtue of every kind. By 


a cordial and ſpiritual ſanctification of the Sab- 
bath, we enjoy familiar fellowſhip with Chriſt, 


and his Father, and Spirit; and receive out of 
his fulneſs grace, which effeQtually teacheth, 
and enableth us to deny ungodlineſs and world- 
ly luſts, and to live ſoberly, righteouſly, and 
godly, in this preſent ſinful world, Tit. ii. 11, 
12, 13, And hence the truly ſtrict obſervers 
of the religious duties of the Sabbath, have, 
in every age, been the moſt exact practiſers of 
virtue. But neglect of Sabbath. ſanctification, 
and eſpecially the indulged or authoriſed pub- 
lic profanation of it, tends to prevent, or root 
out, all proper knowledge, belief, or impreſ- 
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ſion of God's exiſtence and perfections, and 


of the future judgement and eternal ſtate, from 
which all the proper obligations and motives to 
hate and reſtrain from vice are derived. Hence 
having no faith, or fear of God before their 
eyes, men abandon themſelves to every form 
of vice, diſhoneſty, theft, whoredom, murder, 
treachery, treaſon, &c. which of themſelves 
render a nation miſerable, arid alſo draw down 
the ruinous judgements of God upon it, Exod. 
v. 2, 5. Plal. x. 6.— 10, Il, 12. XIV. I,—4, 
and xxxvi. 1,4. Rom, 1. 21.—32. Eph. iv. 
17, 18. 19. Ifa, xxiv. 5, 6. and v. 11,—30. 
Hoſ. iv. 1,3. Mic. vii. 1,6. Malefactors 
in priſons, and on gibbets, have often acknow- 
ledged that their vicious courſe began in pro- 


fanation of the Sabbath. 


As the profanation of the Sabbath in the 
capital cities of the nation, of which I now 
write, confirms and encourages a continuance 
and progreſs in every other form of it, by 
worldly labour, carnal recreations, merchan- 
diſe, &c. God alone knows how quickly this, 
or the following generation, having no proper 
impreſſion of God's exiſtence and perfections; 
no regard to his word or ordinances; no con- 
cern about the future judgement, or their e- 


ternal ſtate, may render the nation abſolutely 
_ miſerable, by their blaſphemy of God, trea- 


chery and rebellion againſt rulers, unnatural 
behaviour to relations, malice, murder, drunk- 
enneſs, gluttony, uncleanneſs. unfaithfulneſs

to truſt, forgery, theft, robbery, fraudulent 
bankruptcy, perjury, and the like. | 

6. All the above hints concur to manifeſt, 4 
that it hath a natural tendency to promote the f 
eternal damnation of multitudes in the preſent 
and future generations. The great God, who 
| cannot lie, hath declared, that Curſed is every 
| one that continueth not in all things which are 
written in the Boch ef God's law to do them, Gal, 
iii. 10. that indignation and wrath, tribulation 
and anguiſh zs to every ſoul of man that doth evil, 
Rom. 11. 8, 9. Ifa. iii. 11. that the wicked ſhall 
be turned into hell, and all the nations that for- 
get God, Pſal ix. 17. that finners in Zion, who 
have acceſs to God's word and ordinances of 
ſalvation, ſhall dwell with everlaſting burnings, 
iſa. xxxiii. 14. that at the laſt day Jeſus Chriſt 
ſhall be revealed from heaven in flaming fire, to 
take vengeance on all them who know not God, and {| 
| obey not the goſpel, who ſhall be pumſhed with 
everlaſting deſtruction from the preſence of the 
Lord, and the glory of his power, 2 Theſſ. i. 7, 
8, 9. Are not theſe words enough to make 
the heart of Sabbath profaners to tremble, un- 
leſs all impreſſions of the moſt high God, and 
of the eternal ſtate be already rooted out of 
their mind and conſcience, 

Tell me not, Sir, that as they have oppor- 
tunity, multitudes concur with you in your 
profanation of the Sabbath. God hath ex- 
preſly prohibited us to follow a multitude to do 


| evil, Exod. xxiii. 2. He hath declared, that 
| | vide 
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wide is the gate, and broad is the way that 
leadeth to deſtruction, and many there be who 
go in thereat : But ſtrait is the gate, and nar- 
row is the way which leadeth unto life, and 
few there be which find it, Mat. vii. 13, 14. 
If to follow the multitude you profane the 
Lord's day, will you chooſe to have your 
ſoul gathered with ſinners at your death? Will 
you, from love to the multitude, chooſe to 
ſtand at Chriſt's left hand in the laſt judge- 
ment, and to receive their dreadful ſentence, 
Depart from me, ye curſed, into everlaſitng fire, 
prepared for the devil, and his angels? Wiſh 
you to ſhare with them in their everlaſtin 
deſtruction from the preſence of the Lord, 
and the glory of his power, in the lake that 
burneth with fire and brimſtone, where the 
have no reſt day nor night, but are for ever 
tormented, in the preſence of the holy angels, 
and of the Lamb. If you do not, never make 
their conduct either the rule or excuſe of 
yours. Be not conformed unto this world ; but be 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, that 
you may prove what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect will of God, Rom. Xii. 2. 

Pretend not that what I condemn as pro- 
fanation of the Sabbath, is authorized by the 
civil governors of Britain, and at leaſt filently 
approved by the eccleſiaſtical. We ought to 
obey God rather than men, AQs iv. 19, and 
v. 29. That which is highly eſteemed amongſt 
men, is abomination in the fight of God, Luke 
XV1;- 
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«vi. 1s. If the Eid lead the blind, both 2 
fall A the ditch, Mat. xv. 14. Men are often 
ruined in time, and damned through eternity, 
by willingly walking after human command- 
ments, Hoſ. v. 11. Mic. vi. 16. Are theſe go- 
vernors your ſupreme God, who made or pre- 
ſerves you? Will their being on your fide ſe 
cure the friendſhip of Jzxovan the moſt High 
over all the earth? Will it prevent or mitigate 
his dreadful indignation? Will they effectu- 
ally interceed for you in the laſt judgement ! 
Will their power protect you from, or ſupport 
ou under the pains of hell? 

Plead not the ſpeedy conveyance, the conve- 
niency, the advantage of the arrivals and off.
